BRITISH COAL HOR 7HE 
FAR EASI 8

Now that it has been stated definitely, for 


| about the sixth time, that the Baltic Fleet 


has started for the Far. East, there is a'pos- 
sibility that, after all, the warships may come 
to Chinese waters, In competent circles in 
St. Petersburg, it was recently stated that it 
could not leave for the Pacific before the 
end of this month, and naval experts went so 
far as to assert that, even if it did start, il 
will néver reach .the war zone. ‘There is uo 
doubt, however, that great preparations have 
been made for despatching, the vessels and 
affording every facility for coaling them 
while at sea, and when they arrive in the 
north. According to the Zimes’ Paris 
correspondent, Russia applied for ” per- 
mission to coal at French ports ev rente 
tothe Far East, while another authority 
has averred that the admiralty proposes 
to despatch the fleet by ‘Suez, and 
colliers by ‘the Cape, appointing a reades- 
vous in the Indian Ocean. Whatever 
foundation there may be for such assertions, 
it seems evident that the Russian Govern- 
went realise the difficulty there is in 
obtaining sufficient quantities of coal in. the 
Far East for her ships, and so during the past 
three or four months has been making huge 
purchases at home. Between 400,000 and 
500,000 tons are said to have been bought 
in Cardiff, and a large quantity of it is now 
on the way to Manila, to which port it is 
consigned. ‘I'he utmost secrecy was ob- 
served ih St. Petersburg, but the Govern. 
ment seems to have believed in the possibi- 
lity of keeping very much in the background 
the arrangements it made at Cardiff. ‘Ihe 
placing of sucly enormous contracts ‘at 
a single port in England is sure 
to leak out in the columns of the Press de- 
spite the most claborate precautions. The 
local journal, which discloses the deal, is also 
able to furnish several interesting details, 
One large order was modestly given through 
a German steamship company, while other 
supplies were arranged for with two London 
houses, a Russian agent, expressly sent from 
St. Petersburg, being the intermediary. In 
neither instance, however, could a scrap of 
information be obtained as to the destina- 
tion of the shipped fuel. Our Cardiff 
contemporary conjectures that it would go 
to Viadivostock via Manila, and although it 
is possible that the surmise may prove ill- 
grounded, and the cargoes were destined for 
the Baltic Fleet, it is a safe assumption that 
a naval commander, so alert as Admiral 
Togo, will see to the capturing of the 
colliers before they reach their destination, 
should it be in the vicinity of Japan.
